floor exploded in flames. Some of 
them jumped. Some succeeded in 
making their way down the only 
stairway, filled with smoke ana 
flame. Five failed to get down and 
their charred bodies were found 
by firemen huddled near a window. 
Every employe of the concern was 
more or less burned by the first 
blast of flame from the celluloid. 
John Sutton, proprietor of the 
factory, was seriously burned about 
the head and arms in an attempt 
to rescue the girls on the second 
floor. Police and firemen had to 
force him from the building. 
Spark From Saw. 
The spark which caused 
blaze came from a bandsaw

It fell into 
a pile of celluloid and the blaze 
quickly enveloped the building. 

Identification of the dead al 
difficult, but was finally completed | 
through bits of jewelry, gold teeth 
or telltale marks of the victims. 
Relatives of missing employes 
searched the hospitals first, then 
fearfully visited the morgue. 

The celluloid exploded with a 
roar that could be heard for blocks, 
and in a few seconds’ the lower 
floor of the building was a mass of 
flames. Dense fumes from the 
burning celluloid poured from every 
door and window. 

Borne Away on Stretchers. 

Crowds gathered to witness the 
destruction of an old building, al- 
ready marked for demolition, when 
Sutton staggered from the struc- 
ture, his hair gone and his face 
blackened. 

“There’s a dozen girls up there 
on the second floor,” he choked. 

Immediately the firemen went 
to their rescue. Two girls were 
found lying in the alley where they 
had jumped. A foreman found an- 
other just inside the door. Soon 
stretcher-bearers forced their way 
through the silent crowd bearing 
injured toward Rockford Hospital 
half a block away.
